FROM PAGE 1A) 
surplus!#. The beef producers argue 
the proposal offers no long-term solu¬ 
tion to over production and encourages 
dairy cow slaughter In direct competi¬ 
tion with the unsubsidized beef cow 
slaughter. 

SoeJIgaoD said the provision would 
eost taxpayers millions of dollars, 
severely hurt the beef industry and 
wouldn't prevent future milk surpluses 
funded by taxpayers. 

If the Conable amendment fails, 
TSCRA asks Congress to defeat the 
compromise dairy legislation whan it 


comes up for debato in the House. 

On another issue, the cattlemen 
restated tholr opposition to federal en¬ 
croachment on private property rights. 
Seeligson said TSCRA members are 
understandably upset over proposals 
by Agriculture Secretary John R. Block 
that would be "the first step down the 
road toward a "back door' approach to 
ledaral land use planning." 

TSCRA voted against Block's propos¬ 
ed change in the Farmland Protection 
Act because “it could lead to permanent 
zoning of agricultural lands, severe 
restrictions on the right of the owner to 
sell his lands for other uses, costly 
litigation and restriction of free 'enter¬ 
prise decisions by local communities." 
The cattlemen urged President 
Reagan, Secretary Block and Congress 
to adopt farm protection policy em¬ 
phasizing voluntary programs, cost¬ 
aharing and technical assistance. 

The cattlemen alio came out in sup¬ 
port of a National Animal Health Infor¬ 
mation Center to be operated by the 
National Brucellosis Task Force. They 
endorsed funding epidemiological 
research to discover management prac¬ 
tices reducing the incidence of 
brucellosis, a highly contagious, 
reproductive cattle disease. They also 
liked the idea of the task force resear¬ 
ching the biology of the brucellosis 
organism and defense mechanism in 
cows. The development of an Improved 
vaccine and diagnostic test got their 
support In the long-term, TSCRA sup¬ 
ported the budgetary requests of 
USDA's Agricultural Research Service 
to accomplish-these goals.

Will Induct Six To 
Gallery Of Honor 

Six Individuals who have contributed 
greatly to the success of tho Hereford 
breed will be Inducted Into the 
Hereford Gallery of Honor during 
special ceremonies on November 7. The 
inductions will take place during the an¬ 
nual meeting of the American Hereford 
Association In Kansas City. 

Included In the honoroes is the only 
woman to ever serve on the board of 
directors of the American Horeford 
Association; one of the atauncheat 
Horeford breeders end promoters of 
the 1860's; a former AHA secretary; 
and three breeders whose fame include 
breeding of outstanding cattle. 

Those to be honored posthumously 
are Raymond “Pinky" W. Lewis and 
Ruth Banning Lowis, both from Col¬ 
orado Springs. Co.; John Merryman, 
Cockeyvilla, Md.; and Bari Henderson, 
Alliance, Ne. 

Living honorees are Jack Turner, 
Fort Worth, Tx., and Bryant Edwards, 
Henrietta, Tx. 1 

Jack Turner was a successful ranch 
and herd manager before building hla 
own Silver Creek Farina where he 
developed the Real Silver Domino fami¬ 
ly. Later he became secretary of the 
American Hereford Association in 
1948. During his tenure, he modernized 
the Association's offices, established 
the field service' force, expanded breed 
advertising; completed tnB new head¬ 
quarters, and initiated investigations 
that led to elimination of genetic dwar¬ 
fism from the breed. 

Bryant Edwards, came from a 


E lan ear Texas family and has pursued a 
fetime of ranching and cattle raising. 
First learned about Herefords through 
association with W.S. Dtard and bought 
his first Hereford bulls in 1926. Since 
then, a devotee of the breed. Though a 
purebred breeder, he is best known for 
the excellence of hie commercial herd.
